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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following action is a response to the BPAI Decision filed on 13 December 201 1 . 

2. Claims 1-11, 13-14, 17-18, 20-30, 32-43 and 46 are now pending in this application and are 
allowed. 

3. This action includes Reasons for Allowance. 

Reason for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art of record, 
taken individually or in any combination, teaches, inter alia, a resource management system, 
comprising a work plan builder module configured to build work plans for workers, a forecast 
module for comparing a service level forecasted to be needed for different work activities and a 
real-time status module that provides real-time statistics regarding activities that the workers are 
currently engaged in as disclosed in claim 1 ; a method of managing resources that receives from 
each of a plurality of workers a work plan, which compares a service level forecasted, change the 
work activities based on the comparison and provide real-time statistics regarding activities that 
the workers are currently engaged in as disclosed in claims 14 and 43; a non-transitory computer 
readable storage for a resource management system that includes a work plan builder module for 
enabling workers to build their own work plans, a forecast module that compares a service level 
forecasted and a real-time status module for providing real-time statistics regarding activities that 
the workers are currently engaged in as disclosed in claim 30; a non-transitory computer readable 
storage for a resource management system that includes a work plan builder module for enabling 
workers to build their own work plans, a forecast module that compares a service level forecasted 
and a current day activity monitor module for providing real-time comparison between a service 
level corresponding to current real-time work activities and a service level provided by those 
workers engaged in these work activities as disclosed in claim 37. 

5. The closest prior arts O'Brien et al., (US 6,587,831), hereinafter "O'Brien", Dellevi et al., (US 
6,957,188) hereinafter "Dellevi", and further both view of Moseley et al., (Office 97, Professional 
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Edition) hereinafter "Moseley" and Official Notice (as evidenced by Amin et al., US 6,208,340 B1) 
fails to teach or suggest either singularly or in combination "real-time status module for providing 
real-time statistics" as disclosed in claims 1, 14, 30 and 43 and a "current day activity monitor 
module for providing real-time comparison" as disclosed in clam 37. O'Brien teaches a work plan 
builder module and a forecast module. Deville teaches the comparison of the service level 
forecasted. Moseley teaches building work plans for workers allowing each worker to specify for 
each of a plurality of different time periods during each of one or more workdays and Official 
Notice teaches that is old and well known in graphical user interface art and to one ordinary skill 
in the art to display a list (drop-down widget) with a plurality of choices (work activities) in order to 
select multiple options as evidenced by Amin et al., However, O'Brien, Dellevi, Moseley and 
Official Notice does not explicitly disclose "real-time status module for providing real-time 
statistics" as disclosed in claims 1, 14, 30 and 43 and a "current day activity monitor module for 
providing real-time comparison" as disclosed in clam 37.
